Grant MacEwan on 
behalf of the Royal Humane So¬ 
ciety. Doris performed this heroic 
rescue when she was just four 
years old.

Rates 

Climb 


Effective July 1. 1966 the co- 
insurance rate of all active treat¬ 
ment hospitals, including Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital, will be 
increased. 

Charges are increased from $1.60 
per day to $2 50 per day plus an 
admission charge of $2.50. There 
is no increase in the regular $1.00 
per day new-born rate. 

These rates become effective on 
midnight, June 30 and include 
patients in the hospital at that 
time. 

Rates applicable to non-eligible 
in-patients effective July 1 are 
$20 per day.

Another Inch of Rain 

Weather Slows Growth 
But Crop Picture Excellent

Miss Patricia Ann Smith, daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. G. F. Smith of 
Champion, received her Bachelor 
of Science in Home Economics 
from the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton on June 1. The annual 
convocation was held at the 
Northern Alberta Jubilee Audi- 
torium. Patricia took grades one 
to eleven in Champion and grade 
twelve in Vulcan, and attended the 
University of Alberta in Edmonton 
for the past three years, and is 
now interning at the Montreal 
General Hospital in Montreal. 


Queenstown, with 7.3 inches of 
rain since May 1 nnd 0.8 inches 
last week, leads county points in 
rainfall, according to Alberta 
Wheat Pool crop reports. At 
Queenstown, wheat, oats and bar¬ 
ley are standing between 10 and 
12 inches in heighth, most farmers 
have finished their spraying, and 
summerfallowing and barley is in 
the shot blade. 

For most areas the need is for 
a steady perhAJ of warm weather 
to advance crops. Last Friday's 
rainfall brought up to one inch 
locally while at Lomond two inches 
were reported. 

Estimated possible average yield 
per acre as indicated by present 
conditions run from 25 bushels to 
45 bushels on wheat, 50 to 100 on 
oats, 45 to 80 on barley, 15 to 25 
on flax, 13 to 35 on rye and 20 to 
30 bushels on rapeseed. 

At Travers, despite seven inches 
of rain since May 1, most farmers 
are irrigating regularly with crops 
above average for the district. 

Some flax crops have emerged 
poorly because of the hard crusted 
surface resulting from the heavy 
rains, nnd cool weather has held 
back growth up till now. 

Across the province estimated 
1966 plantings of wheal are 
6,264,000, a rise of 3 V 5 per cent 
over 1965. Estimates for oats are 
2,624,000, a drop of 1 per cent over 
last year. Estimates for barley are 
3,502,000, a rise of 3.3 per cent 
over 1965. 

Crops west of Vulcan are said 
to be particularly well advanced 
and promising with very little dif¬ 
ference being noted in size between 
fields sown 10 days apart. 

On Monday of this week the an- 
nouncement of a m nusnTT quota 
came through to local elevators 
which gives an additional two 
bushels over the previous eight. It 
is assumed this will be the last 
increase before the end of the cur¬ 
rent crop year, July 31 and it 
will likely clean out stored grain 


from most smaller farmers who 
wish to ship. Larger operators 
could likely make use of an in¬ 
creased quota. 

Following a brisk period of ship¬ 
ping the local CPR yards were 
without cars early this week but 
it is expected the next four weeks 
will see much grain shipped out. 

Announcement by the Canadian 
Wheat Board on June 20 of the 
major 336 million bushels of wheat 
over the next three years has 
given a further boost to Western 
Canadian agriculture. 

In a press release, Paul Babey, 
president of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta, urged Canada’s railways 
and grain handlers to upgrade 
their facilities in preparation for 
committments arising from this 
sale. 

He urged the railways to de¬ 
monstrate their awareness of the 
“monumental task (if moving this 
grain” and make sure there is no 
recurrence of last year’s shipping 
problems. He felt the government 
should re-consider building eleva¬ 
tor facilities at Prince Rupert in 
order that the pressure of shipping 
grain on the eastern seaboard can 
be reduced. In closing Mr. Babey 
said "The possibility of increasing 
prices of wheat and better returns 

to the wheat producers offers 

Canadian farmers an incentive to 
maximum productivity."

HOME OWNER GRANT FORMS 

Many constituents have asked 
how the Home-Owner Forms for 
the $50.00 tax discount would be 
a\ attablc. 

On contacting Mr. Morrison, De¬ 
puty Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
he indicated the forms arrived in 
Edmonton on Monday, June 26. 

They will be distributed to the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the towns 
this week. These forms are printed 
on a special type of paper to be 
used in our data processing 
machines. 

Persons eligible for the grant 
nr.ust be part or full owner of an 
eligible residence. Eligible residence 
means building or part thereof 
occupied in whole or in part as 
the normal place of residence of 
an owner. 

Owner means: 

1 — A person registered under 
the Land Titles Act, as the 
•owner. 

A person who is purchasing 
or has purchased, or is other¬ 
wise acquiring or has acquir¬ 
ed ownership. 

.3 A person who is an occupier 
under a lease, a license or 

permit of Crown land that Sunday_ 

has a building thereon. 10:30 a.m.— J 

Further conditions of eligibility U:30 a.m.— ] 
lor the tax discount requires that 7;30 p.m.— 
the owner of an eligible residence BROADCAST 
must, in respect of the property 
described in the application, be 
liable for the payment of munici¬ 
pal taxes which be paid in full 
less the applicable home owners 
lax discount for the year to which 
the application applies.

and beans." 

Now, 50 years after incor¬ 
poration as a village in 1916, a 
respectable sized community of 
Lomond,, and its surrounding dis¬ 
tricts are putting on their “Sun¬ 
day best” and will celebrate 
their Golden Jubilee, July 8, 9 
and 10. 

Revolving around the much- 
prized Lomond Community Cen¬ 
tre, the three-day program, 
which appears in detail on the 
welcoming advertisement on this 
page, is designed to suit the 
tastes of everyone with ball 
games, barbecue, professional 


wrestling exhibition, dancing, 
big parade, band concert and 
plenty of time for quiet visit¬ 
ing. Over 200 oldtimers have 
indicated by letter that they’ll 
be on hand and many more are 
expected to just drop in.

pioneers and oldtimers the names Henrickson, J. Steeves, A. Clark, 
Brunetta, Yetwood, Kinnondale, Alvin Koch, Cliff Prouty, 

Sweet Valley, First Chance, Mid- Mapstone and Andy McAlister, 
way and Burdock will strike a 
familiar note on the lines of edu¬ 
cation. These were the first 
established school districts along 
with Badger Lake, Plateau and 
Grain Ridge. 

Many of the later developments 
in roads, irrigation, etc., are the 
results of earlier meetings and 
petitions that came from these 
pioneer organizations. 

In ttie early 1900’s the further 
settlement of the district meant 
some order had to be brought to 
the irregular patterns of trails 
across the country and so the 
Local Improvement Districts came 
into being. At first, older districts 
held back joining because of the 
50 settlers per township clause but 
this was later eased and speeded 
up the movement. 

First Local Improvement in the 
Lomond area was Local Improve¬ 
ment District 8-P-4, Order in 
Council, dated April 2,1910 consist¬ 
ing of townships 15, 16, 17, in 
Ranges 19 and 20, west of the 4th 
meridian. 

The area was divided into six 
divisions and among first coun¬ 
cillors elected were J. S. Rickett, 

G. A. Holden, L. C. Jackson, G. 

M. Witting, R. M. Paul and J. M.

whose councillors were Thomas 
Chapman, Irving Ellsworth, Peter 
Nord and G. A. Reynolds. 

With settlement of the country 
these municipal governments 
were given power to assess pro¬ 
perty and set mill rates to meet 
r es pon si b ility of building roads, 
bridge and culverts and providing 
health and welfare. Rate of as¬ 
sessment at that time was 1% 
cents per acre. Doctor Walkey 
was brought in to see to the lat¬ 
ter responsibilities and in succeed¬ 
ing years Dr. Swineburne, Dr. 
McPherson and Dr. Steele all gave 
service under a guaranteed salary 
basis until 1937. 

Good crop years from 1925 to 
1929 brought extensive use of 
cars and the need for better roads 
and heavy equipment to build and 
maintain them. 

The hail storm of 1929 ushered 
in drier conditions and what be¬ 
came the great depression of the 
’30's when taxes were impossible 
to collect in amounts large 
enough to carry the services re¬ 
quired. Machinery was turned 
back to companes and a new 
problem arose, fighting the bil¬ 
lions of grasshoppers which des¬ 
cended upon the country. The 
Municipality of Clifton disinte¬ 
grated and for years a Special 
Areas framework with widely 
spread control, provided manage¬ 
ment of a kind. Out of this and 
with help of such men as Clarence 
(Happy) Booth and Tom Teasdale 
came the formation of the 
Community Lease. 

In 1937, when conditions showed 
improvement large school units 
came into being but this necessit¬ 
ated roads which were almost 
non-existent. To meet this situa¬ 
tion the district was divided into 
sub-divisions and road committees 
were set up. Some farmers who 
served in this capacity were M. 
Bolduc, C. Steeves, Earl Helland,

The Lomond Commercial Hotel 
camp into existence in 1915 in a 
building, dismantled and hauled 
from Chin, Alta. The building’s 
ownership began for a year with 
Mr. Lust, and then followed 
Harry and Nellie Asselstine who 
operated it for five years then to 
Ed Haley who in turn sold to 
Steve Koch and on to E. R. Frank 
Bertiotti and later to Guido Zam- 
baldi. Guido’s brother, John is 
now owner and operator. 

The original general store of 
Marshall and Wilson went through 
many hands before the final 
owner Sam Croissant, Who ran it 
until 1951 when it was destroyed 
by fire. 

In 1950 Earl Armstrong built a 
general store adjacent to his gar¬ 
age and following his death in 
1956 Alberta Armstrong continued 
with the business later selling to 
Art and Florence Humphreys, who 


finally closed shop in 1963. 

One of Lomond’s oldest busi¬ 
nesses, Frost’s, was started as a 
small meat market in 1921 by E. 
W. Frost who gradually enlarged 
into meats and groceries and later 
became known as Frost’s Red & 
White Store. Ownership later 
passed to son Reg. and since his 
death his wife Mary has operated 
the store. 

Jim Foreman has been another 
food supplier of the district since 
1957 when he started with the 
meat market and has more re¬ 
cently branched into groceries . as 
well. 

Lomond’s first hardware store 
was run by L. A. Ostrum who 
later sold to Phillips and Munro. 
There was also Patten’s Hardware, 
later sold to F. A. Kennedy and 
another owned by George Hedges. 
In 1924 C. R. Lawson had a hard¬ 
ware in the former Hughes drug¬ 
store building and stayed ’till his 
retirement at which time he sold 
to the Thorkelsens. E. G. Rainey 
bought the business in 1949, was 
completely burned out in a block- 
long fire in 1951, rebuilt and with 
his wife Ardella, still man¬ 
age their new modern hardware.

petition was asked to have this 
area, Bow West, become part of 
the County of Vulcan. This be¬ 
came so in 1950. The boundaries 
problem was a continuing one and 
in 1954 Bow West was divided 
between the Taber Municipality 
and County of Vulcan. 

On Jan. 4, 1954, all that por¬ 
tion of the Bow West Special 
Area, No. 4 lying north of the 
township 15 line from Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor to the Bow River, and 
adjoining the old county line to 
the north, became Division 6 of 
the County of Vulcan. 

Andy McAlister defeated Albert 
West in the election for candidate 
for county councillor and has 
served for 12 years in this capacity. 

At Armada 40 to 50 students 
were carried by two vans and at 


room set up in a hallway and 
four teachers on staff. The growth 
of school population had out¬ 
stripped available facilities and by 
1956 an addition to the Lomond 
school was completed. However by 
1958 high school students were 
being vanned from Armada and 
the Lomond school was again 
over-crowded. 

In that year the school was 
further enlarged and more 
teachers were added and the full 
high school curriculum including 
grade 12 and matriculation level, 
was possible for the first time. 

Boundaries still remained a 
problem, particularly to the south 
and west of Lomond with students 
close to Lomond having to go 
several miles over to Travers in 
the Taber Municipality. After local 


area west of range line 20 was 
added to the County of Vulcan. 
This boundary a^ain cut through 
an attendance area near Travers 
and finally this district was taken 
into the county. Meanwhile the 
post office and store at Armada 
were closed and residents voted 
to send all their children to 
Lomond. 

A final addition to the school 
was completed in 1960 which then 
included 13 regular classrooms, 
gymnasium and accommodation 
for a library, shop, home econo¬ 
mics and shop. Seven vans handle 
a total present day enrolment of 
246 students and an improved net¬ 
work of gravelled roads has 
brought centralized schooling to 
the high level hoped for by its 
proponents.

As would be found the case in 
practically every prairie com¬ 
munity, one of the first businesses 
and one famed for its longevity, 
was the Chinese restaurant. So it 
was with Lomond and Jang How 
was the local proprietor. A general 
store was opened by a Marshal 
and Wilson partnership and so the 
business world grew. 

It may be surprising to some 
but there was a day, to be re¬ 
lived at fhe anniversary next 
weekend, that Lomond had lum¬ 
ber yards, two banks, two hard¬ 
ware stores, a drug store, ladies’ 
ready-to-wear, real estate office, 
three garages and an ice cream 
parlor run bv the P aul si sters, and 
all did a good business. 

Early businesses included Sal¬ 
ter's General Dry Goods, Brown’s 
Clothing, Mr. Beckett's photo¬ 
graphy studio, the Gregg’s ice 
cream parlor and green grocery, 
Jones’ Tailor Shop, Craik’s har¬ 
ness shop and a shoe and harness 
repar shop operated for a few 
years by Mike Driscoll. First 
druggist was R. R. Saunders fol¬ 
lowed by Mr. Hughes who also ran 
a lending library in conjunction. 
The first meat market was opened 
by Mr. Frownfelter and son George 
and later sold to H. F. Burne. A 
second butcher shop was esta¬ 
blished by Dick Neil called the 4-X 
Meat Market in the building which 
later became the post office. "The 
Pioneer," a grocery store was run 
by Abe Parker, teacher and home¬ 
steader who also ran the post 
office after the first postman Mr. 
Wilson, gave it up. There was 
even a place for the swap trade 
in those years with a second hand 
store operated by "Pop" Crum. 

Many will recall the Ford Tour¬ 
ing car with the flapping side cur¬ 
tains which used to haul the 
Rawley dealer Bobby Cant on his 
rounds. Other later Rawleigh men 
were .Ben Amundsen, George 
Wighton and Irvin Thornton. 

An important service, now ex¬ 
tinct, was the livery business 
which flourished with three out¬ 
fits giving stall room to horses. 
Len Farrell and George Porter 
operated one which was later 
converted for use as a community 
centre and which now is the home 


of the Free Evangelical Church. 
Others were run by George 
Hedges, Andy Wogsberg and the 
Paisley brothers whose building 
burned down in a fire in 1929. 
Later, Jim Reynolds and Charlie 
Adams also operated a livery 
barn. 

Blacksmithing was a necessary 
service and Mr. Doane, Nick Hol¬ 
den, W. H. Smith and W. B. Man¬ 
ning all were connected with this 
trade. 

Stacey Lumber Company was 
the first such business at Lomond 
and provided a relief to settlers 
who had been trecking to Vulcan, 
Champion or Brooks for their 
needs. Manager W. J. Clements 
supplied lumber for everything' 
from horse troughs to caskets and 
he remained in Lomond until the 
yard was taken over by Beaver 
Lumber Company. The UFA Co¬ 
op had a yard which was eventu¬ 
ally closed and later Revelstoke 
Lumber Co. opened their yard 
which operated until it closed in 
1963. Among managers here were 
Earl Armstrong, Jack DeClaire, 
Ernie Linley and Richard Hammer 
and Jack Sukeroff. 

Dray service was provided by 
a long list of men and in recent 
years a trucking business in the 
district, ran by first Denver Hart, 
brother Oliver and now by Bill 
Tolley has been handling much of 
the community’s needs. 

Another institution which al¬ 
most followed the pioneers to 
town was the pool hall and Lom¬ 
ond's first operators and barbers 
were Orbie Baker with barber 
Tony Kunkel, Oscar Gustafson 
and Shorty Learning, Orie Donily, 
Ed Haley, W. J. Asselstine, Miles 
Hurl, Morrtte F'mdtay, Harrison 
Caufield, Phil Chapman, Ben 
Souveny and Sam Schlaht who is 
the genial owner now. Overheard 
lights on three tables, bright, neat 
premises and a TV set which are 
now routine, would throw the 
early pioneer right off his game.

The Armada hall was used so 
extensively that It became more 
shaky as the years passed and in 
more recent times a new one was 
built containing basement, kitchen, 
stage and main hall. Mrs. Mamie 
Dawson was given the honor of 
cutting the ribbon opening the 
building. This hall was not a 
contractor’s job but the work, 
sweat and financial project of 
everyone in the district. 


If the names Pete Brodie, 
George, Guy and Tom Beemish, 
William Dunlop, A. Keen, George 
Greenier, John Duluski, Tom 
Emelson, J. W. Murphy, Fred 
Vanholm, George Witting and 
Sidney Thurlow ring a familiar 
bell, your ties might have been 
with the Travers district at one 
time. These were settlers who, 
from the years around 1910 fac¬ 
ed hardships through the lack of 
shelter, water, weather and long 
distance hauling to open up this 
country. 

■ Wheat was at first taken to 
Lehtbridge, 55 miles distant, then 
to Carmangay in 1911 and in 1912 
to Champion and finally in 1914 
the railway came to Travers and 
the distance hauling was over. 

Early settlers got their mail at 
Sundial, southwest of Travers, 
then in 1909 a post office was 
opened at Sweet Valley, four 
miles north of Travers. Soon an¬ 
other post office store was open- 
at Rosemead. A carpenter, Alex 


Clark came to the district before 
1916 and to him goes credit for 
construction of many of Travers’ 
homes. 

With the coming of the CPR 
Rosemead store and post office 
were moved to Travers. At one 
time Travers had a bank, barber 
shop, butcher shop, harness shop, 
two hardwares, two lumber yards, 
two blacksmiths, two livery barns, 
three restaurants or boarding 
houses, three garages or machine 
shops, three grocery stores, a 
men’s furnishing, a pool room, 
hotel and a real estate agency. 

Unusual now but normal then 
was Ed. Lowe, a school teacher, 
who taught at Gold Coin School 
and lived at Travers, going back 
and forth daily by bicycle. Even¬ 
ings and Saturdays he cut hair 
as a barber. 

Then there was the blacksmith, 
Andy Olsen who came Into posses¬ 
sion of his business after a pro¬ 
cession of others had gone before 
him. A big, strapping man, they 


say whose spare-time hobby was 
crocheting. 

Guy Paulson started a pool 
room, sold the premises to W. A. 
Tesky of Lomond and then erected 
another building, this time with a 
dance hall uptairs. This business 
thrived until the early ’20’s when 
fire destroyed the building and its 
owner moved on to Patricia. 

George Witting drove the first 
car in the district which was 
known as a “Gas-buggy.” Either 
its performance was not always 
perfect or gas occasionally was 
not to be had as an early settler 
recalls having seen Mr. Witting 


on his way to Lethbridge with a 
horse hitched to the front of his 
“Gas-buggy.” 

As with so many thriving towns, 
the depression years were a para¬ 
lyzing blow and today Travers has 
dwindled to about one store in 
which is located the post office, 
owned and operated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Ivan Steeves. 

Now the district "Is under 
ditch” and its future as uncertain 
as the surrounding areas where 
irrigation and increased demand 
for specialized crops could one day 
see a reversal in population and 
farming methods.

The CPR came to Lomond on 
July 10, 1914 and had been con- 
stucted from Suffield to Retlaw as 
a part of the Medicine Hat division, 
the previous year. The subdivision 
west from Lomond, a part of the 
Lethbridge division with con¬ 
struction from Lomond to Armada 
and then to Arrowwood, was com¬ 
pleted in 1925. 


First station agent at Lomond 
was Charlie Owen and as no home 
had been built for him, he and 
his family lived in a boxcar along¬ 
side the track. Later agents were 
W. H. Williamson, Albert Dilley, 
W. H. Pierce, F. Reeves, J. Flynn, 
O. C. Brown, J. A. Brown, M. 
Munroe, T. Bonogofsky, C. Bauer 
and J. Bauer and G. Kaszyk, the 
present agent. Section foremen at 


Lomond have been Joe Delowski. 
Carl Susinski, Frank Manitavich 
and the present foreman Norman 
Hammer. 

The first CPR night watchman 
was Billy Couch, then followed 
Fred Giles, George Hedges, Jack 
Matheson, Laurie Martel, Oscar 
Hoffman, Jack Kraemer and James 
Adams. At present Bill Tyler is 
in charge.
